‘Only ‘a Russo-Japanese settlement can remedy 
the ‘state of affairs which has thus been com- 
pleted, and the present weakness of the situa- 
Hion fs one which concerns Russia more than 
Japan. Had there been people willing and 
anxious to bid for those jots previously held 
by the Japanese, Moscow would have had a 
etter weapon in the auctions than has now 
proved to be the ease. But as it has already 
been pointed out no reasonable party would 
Jconsider laying out money for privileges whieh 
may be interfered with by Japanese action, or 
leven Russian in defence of the Soviets rights.

Democracy in England 


With the object of finding out what Great 
Britain's young men and women under the age 
of thirty years hope for and expect. from de- 
‘mocracy, and whether they believe that bette: 
education is helping them to become better 
citizens, organizations representing schools, uni- 
versities, youth movements, Junior political 
Parties, ‘ete, recently went into conference in 
London under the auspices of the Association 
for Education in Citizenship. The President of 
the Association is Lord Baldwin, the former 
British Prime Minister, who. in a brilliant 
speech gave a survey of the rise and develop- 
ment of democracy in England. He pointed out 
that, whereas in totalitarian states one person 
only is responsible for the conduct of the 
nation’s affairs, and citizenship Is easy because 
It simply means blind obedience to the die- 
{ator's word, in Great Britain every man and 
woman has a voice in the government. of their 
country, and is therefore to some extent Te: 
‘sponsible for its success or failure, Such re- 
‘sponsibility develops both the character and ins 
telligencte of a nation, and this in then helps 19 
strengthen the system of government, because 
every citizen feels it is a part of himself, Tt. is 
remarkable faet that Great Britain is. almost 
the only democratic country in the world whlch 
hhas no written constitution, and this fact has 
imparted a high degree of elasticity. to its syse 
tem of government and enabled the nation. to 
adapt itself to changing conditions without 
great upheavals, As Lord Baldwin reminded fis 
Usteners, only once in its long history” has 
democracy in England been Involved ina 
struggle in which kindred blood was shed, and 
he maintained that the common brotherhood 
of man is an axiom of democracy, the truth, 
of which must be realized before the barriets 
between the nations ean be broken down, 


“Jitters From the B.B.C.” 


Sir Allan Powell has been appointed Chai 
man of the Board of Governors of the British 
Broadcasting Corporation and for the next fiva 
years will control the destinies of the nation's 
greatest form of information and entertainment, 
Sir Allan has been a member of the Import 
Duties Advisory Committee since.

Whether 
this experience has provided the qualifleations 
for conducting an enterprise such as the BBC, 
is a matter for controversialists to debate, One

and rule the King’s Navy so there will be wo 
quibbling ‘about the appointment, Administea- 
tive ability is obviously the guiding motive ut 
the appointment. Sir Allan enters his new 
office confronted with wo attitudes of mind, 
Generally, one is that the BBC. programmes 
are too dull and tedious and that heart-to-heait 
talks on topies such as “The domestic habits of 
shrimps in’ Patagonia are not the sort of fare 
the public wants.

developed in London newspapers recently is 
the alarming nature of the news broadcasts 
‘The chief grounds of complaint on the latter 


score are that the late news bulletins contain

casts are. deplorable." ‘The situation resulted 


in one newspaper editorializing on it under the 
heading of “Jitters from the B.B.C." and accus- 
ing the B.C. of lack of judgment in-news 
selection and exaggerated importance attached 
to foreign commentators. This 1s a serious eritle= 
ism. for an institution so conservative and 
presumably so factual in its statement, Shang 
hai listeners have experienced more than one 
shock from London news brondeasts regardin; 
happenings in this part of the world as local 
‘newspapers will testify having, been called upon 
to-answer frantic telephone calls from_ people 
who perhaps imperfeelly heard the news. A 
case in point was the Nanking Reform Govern- 
ment spokesmen's statement regarding the 
“silent declaration of war" against the Inter 
national Settlement. By the time this had been 
boiled down into a terse news bulletin no 
Histener could eseape the impression that Nan- 
king troops were marching on Shanghai to eap- 
ture the Settlement and new hostilities were 
threatening. ‘The trouble lies in the fact that 
in condensing world news into a brief radio 
brosdeast too much is taken for granted and 
emphasis is placed on what really are inessen- 
tials which are near the truth but not quite the 
truth.

London, Mar. 15. 
‘The China (Currency Stabilization) 
Il, providing for the establishment 
3f 210,000,000 fund to check undue 
‘Auctuations in the sterling value of 
the Chinese dollar, was introduced i= 
the House of Commons today by Sir 
John Simon, the Chancellor of the 
Exchequer. 

‘Of the total, the Hongkong & Shang- 
hal Banking’ Corporation will sub- 
seribe, £3,000,000, the Chartered Bank 
‘of India, Australia & China, £2,000,- 
000 and ‘the Bank of China and Bank 
of Communteations, jointly, the re- 
maining  £5,000,000, 

‘Management of the fund will be 
invested in a committee of five, two 
‘members of which will be appointed 
Joinlly by the Chinese banks and one 
‘ech by the Hongkong and Chartered 
Benks, The fifth will be a British 
expert appointed by the Chinese Gov. 
ferment in agreement with the Brit 
ch Treasury and with the approval of 
the British’ banks. 

‘The duty of the committee will be 
to determine the day-to-day policy 
Lest suited to achieve the purpose of 
checking undue fluctuations in. the 
sterling value of the Chinese dollar. 

‘The Hongkong and Chartered Banks 
will receive interest every six months 
in sterling at the rate of 2% per cent. 
‘The Chinese banks will undertake to 
pay the interest In so far as it is not 

from the earnings of any invest- 
iments held for the sterling account 
fof the fund in London, “and the 
Treasury will guarantee the interest 
payments, 

‘The Treasury will also guarantee the 
British banks against any loss up to 
££5,000,000 when the fund is wound 














up 

Tt, on winding up the fund, the 
British banks receive in sterling, apart 
from the interest, more than. theit 
‘original subseriptlon, they will pay 
‘the. excess to the Treasury.

JAPAN’S WAR COSTS 
March 15, 

‘The presentation of the Japanese Budget in 
the Diet during the carly days of this! 
month has made available a set of interesting] 
figures concerning the general and war ex- 
penditure of Japan. Total State expenditure | 
for the 1939-1940 fiscal year has been esti- 
mated already at Yen 8,964,666,000 but it is! 
reported that the addition of a supplementary 
budget is expected to increase Japan's ex- 
Penditure to something over Yen 9,000,000,- 
000. Of the former total the General Budget 
amounts to only Yen 3,694,666,000, Supple- 
mentary Budget (Army and Navy) Yen 670,~| 
000,000 and ‘Temporary War Expenditure 
Yen 4,600,000,000. Thus roughly 60 per cent. 
of the expenditure contemplated by the 
Japanese Government during the current 
year will be devoted to the “China Incident.” 
Figures which have been published in Japan 
indicate that the end of the present fiscal 
year, when the “China Incident” -will have| 
lasted just under two and a half years, the’ 
total which will have been spent in Japan's: 
military adventure in China will have reached 
the very large sum of Yen 11,990,000,000, 
In this connection-it is interesting to note 
what the Army and the Navy have already 
spent in the course of their operations, and 
"| contemplate spending during the next twelve! 
months :—

‘The above figures are sufficient to show’ 
the magnitude of the demands which are 
being made upon the Japanese nation in the| 
furtherance of the military policy which has| 
30 embroiled it with China, and is indicative 
of the efforts which are being demanded from 
the people to carry on this costly struggle. 
Roughly speaking the figure of Yen 16,000,000 
which it was originally believed Japan was, 
spending daily in China will by the end of 
the year have reached an average of about! 
Yen 13,000,000. It is possible that during] 
the earlier stages of the conflict when the! 
expenditure of ammunition, etc, must have 
‘been much heavier than it js now, the figure’ 
might have been slightly higher, though not 
very much. Battles are not being fought 
‘upon so large a scale as earlier in the hostili- 
ties, but the maintenance of long lines of 
communication, and the necessity for main 
taining some sort of control, however slight 
it may prove to be, in occupied area are 
undoubtedly factors which prevent the daily 
‘outlay being more considerably reduced than 
it has been. Indeed, unless a very great 
change comes over the situation, it is! 
quite likely that the estimated expenditure 
for the year 1939-1940 will be maintained, 
‘and, providing the Chinese adhere to theit 
resent determination, there is every pos~ 
sibility that Japan wili find itself faced with 
similar expenditure for quite a number of 
years to come. There is nothing, judging 
from what has been reported of proceedings 
in the Diet, to suggest that these figures are 
fat present causing any great anxiety, though 
the opinion has been exprossed that. this 
enormous expenditure will need to be closely’ 
serutinized at all times. The bond issues! 
with which much of the expenditure has. 








| been met have been taken up by the banks 


who have not yet succeeded in bringing about| 
‘a very substantial absorption by the general 
public, though the latter has by no means! 
been behind in doing its share. Actually 
those bonds have been financed out of the! 
savings of the people, a point which it made 
clear by the decision of the Department of 
Finance to redouble its thrift and savings: 
movement in order to persuade the nation to} 
put by during this fiscal year Yen 10,000,- 
000,000 as against Yen #,000,000,000 for the 
preceding twelve months. 

‘Out of the Yen 4,600,000,000 temporary 
War Budget Yen 3,920,000,000 will have to 
be raised by loan issues. ‘The Services sup- 
plementary Budget requires loan issues to the 
amount of Yen 1,670,000,000 while the’ 
ordinary Budget will require no less than 
‘Yen 1,080,000,000, or a total to be raised in

prosecute her campaigns in China. It has 
been authoritatively stated that Japan could, 
if necessary, fight a major war to the cost of 
Yen 50,000,000,000, or half her’ estimated | 
national wealth. Should that be the case 
Japan at the present rate of expenditure 
‘could contemplate fighting for another seven 
or eight years, and while the financing would 
‘become ‘increasingly dificult as the, years 
assed there is no reason to believe that she 
could not do it. OF the general effect upon 
the nation’s fortunes there cannot be the 
slightest doubt, for in such an event the 
burden thus placed upon the people would 
be well-nigh intolerable. Should Japan be~ 
come involved with Russia, which, In view 
of these facts, seems to be a very remote| 
possibility, the rate of expenditure would be| 
even greater than that which has been created. 
by the “China Incident,” and the magnitude 
of the figures already reached, together with 
the size to be anticipated in such a case, sug~ 
gest that the last thing that Japan wants is

RELUCTANCE AND DELAY 
‘March 16. 

At very long last the Council has felt itself| 
‘obliged to let the ratepayers know what, 
actually was the result of the negotiations| 
which ‘took place in connection with  the| 
Japanese demands arising out of the cam- 
aign of terrorism. It is believed that there 
was some sort of understanding between 
the authorities concerned that secrecy would 
bbe preserved os to what was happening, and 
while the Council seems to have adhered 
to the bargain, information, inaccurate in 
some’ minor respects, but substantially cor- 
rect, was to. be obtained from Japanese 
circles and even from Tokyo. Finally as 
stated in the announcement issued on Tues~ 
day, in view of the misleading reports re- 
garding the understanding recently reached 
between the Council and the Japanese 
‘authorities the former decided to make the 
situation quite clear, Whether the Council! 
was well advised in agrecing in the first 
place to secrecy is debatable. It is possible 
fo conceive instances where the completest 
Feticonce is desirable, but if that cannot be 
obtained, if for some reason or other sul. 
jent information gets abroad to permit of} 
garbled reports and wild rumour, then it is} 
clearly the duty of the Council’ to reveal 
the actual state of affairs as speedily as 
possible. ‘This latest announcement which 
it has made is welcomed as a perfectly cor 
eet step to have been taken in the eireum= 
stances; the only possible criticism is that it! 
was taken so late, The policy of the Couneil 
with regard to publicity has never been 
entirely satisfactory. For many years past! 
it has sought to cloud its deliberations in an| 
altogether unacceptable mystery, and though 
when a Press Relations Officer was appointed 
in 1931 it was believed that a better system | 
of publicity would be evolved, the virtual 
abolition of that office and the relegation of 
the incumbent's duties to an official in the 
‘Secretariat has practically brought about 
that state of affairs which caused the agita- 

in leading to the appointment of a Com=| 
mission to consider the whole matter some 
eight or nine years ago. 

Penetration into the municipal arena by the 
representatives of the Press is a matter of 
very considerable dimeulty, chiefly because 
the present policy of secrecy makes it neces~ 
sary that journalists should know what to 
‘askj—and that very generally means. that! 
they have a shrewd idea of what the answer 
will be—knowledge which they have had 
to oblain by roundabout methods | which 
serve to indicate how difficult it is, in view. 
of the present composition of the Council, to| 
maintain quite that airtight sccreey which it, 
hhas been the consistent endeavour of the 
‘authorities to maintain. The information| 
which the Couneil is prepared to volunteer 
to the public is generally weeks late, as 
witness the monthly departmental reports, 
which at the end of February or beginning 
of March serve to tell Shanghai what it was| 
like, say, for example, in January. Informa 
tion some weeks after the event, as to how| 
many plants were laid out in the Public 
Parks, the state of Shanghai's health, the 
number of roadwidenings and the state of 
Shanghai's crime may prove of interest if| 
published as closely as possible to the end of| 
the period under review, but if that publica- 
tion is unduly delayed the information 
eases to have anything but a purely acade- 
mical interest. It will be scen, therefore, 
that’ the two main failings of the Council's 
policy arise first from reluctance and second- 
ly from delay. In the case of the announce- 
ment issued on Tuesday night with regard 

















for the Extraordinary Budget and an addi 
tional Yen 4,000,000,000 to be defrayed in 
connection with the expansion of the nation’s: 
productive power. In all, therefore, Yen’ 
10,000,000,000 will have to be borrowed under 
this latest Budget a very considerable sum 
indeed when it is remembered how by reason 
of various economic control measures the’ 
earning power of the nation has been con- 
siderably modified. It would, however, be: 
rash to believe, large as these figures’ un-| 
doubtedly are, that they afford any real op-| 





Portunity of estimating how long Japan can| 


to the Council's negotiations with the Japan~ 
‘ese authorities’ incorrect reports appearing, 
for the most part in newspapers in Japan 
have had uncontradicted currency for the 
eleven days between March 3, when the 
negotiations came to an end, and March 14 
when the Council eventually broke its 
silence. It is apparent now that the Coun- 
il's hand was forced by the untrue reports 
and rumours which had gained currency, 
and its hand having thus been forced after 
‘so long an interval, is it to be believed that 
those untruths will ever be overtaken? 
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‘The whole question assumes a complexion 
of greater seriousness, in times such as these 
than under normal conditions. With the 
anxiety, which is: inevitable, a rich breeding 
ground'has been provided for “Bunders" 
which have never been cntirely absent from 
the life of Shanghai, An impression was 
allowed to get abroad ‘that in their dealings 
with the Japanese authorities the Municipal 
Council had made a complete and abject 
surrender. Shanghai knows now that such 
was not the case, and that a just and 
honourable compromise was arrived at 
which docs infinite credit to the negotiating 
Parties. But does the world at large know 
that? ‘Will those papers carrying incorrect 
reports in Japan seek to modify the impres- 
sion there which they made? ‘The ordinary 
journalist knows the answer to both those 
questions. ‘The negotiations in question are 
now old history, other and more important 
news is beseiging the columns of most 
newspapers in Japan as elsewhere, and the 
original falsehoods will continue to prevail. 
It is true that the general information was 
secured that the agreement did not in. any 
way impair the integrity and independence 
of the Shanghai Municipal Police, but it is 
earnestly suggested that that was not sufl- 
cient, and that the statement issued on 
Tuesday night should have been made 
closer to the event with which it deals, It 
is not unfair to argue that this obsession 
for secrecy has brought about such a rigidity 
in the official mind that nothing sort of a 
charge of dynamite Is sufficient to produce 
that flexibility which is necessary in dealing 
with a public so. much on tentethooks as 
any foreign community in China must neces- 
sarily be. Untrue rumours which it is in 
the power of the Council immediately to 
correct should not be left undenied one 
moment after currency has been ascertained, 
It is then, and only then that the truth 
stands a chance of overtaking the untruth, 
but even then the former suffers from a 
very considerable handicap. Yet even if the 
lie cannot be overtaken much of the anxiety 
it causes would be offset by the prompt 
publication of the real facts. 

















WRITING ON THE WALL 
‘March 17. 


‘The Munich Four Power Pact has failed. 
That can be the only interpretation to be 
wiven of the dramatic strokes whereby 
Czechoslovakia has been swallowed up by 
the German Reich. ‘Tho statement made last 
October that Herr Hitler had no further 
territorial ambitions in Europe has been 
found in the final event to be untrue, and 
that goodwill upon which Mr. Neville Cham- 
berlain founded his policy of appeasement 
hhas been shown to be non-existent. It fol- 
lows that his policy has received another 
reverse, and one from which it may not re= 
cover, for it is quite obvious that a policy 
based upon a faulty premise cannot be ex- 
pected Jong to survive the exposure of its 
falsity. That is not to admit that Mr. Cham- 
berlain was wrong when he went to Munich 
in an endeavour to prevent a world catas 
trophe. His success in that direction is 
sufficient justifeation for what he did, but 
reviewed in the light of all that has 'hap- 
pened since, it is quite clear that, while he 
thought something had been saved out of 
the wreek of Czechoslovakia, Herr Hitler was 
entirely of another opinion. Czechoslovakia 
was to be incorporated into the Reich, and 
while cortain scetions of it may be given a 
certain amount of local autonomy, the fact 
remains that Bohemia, Moravia, 'Slovaida, 
and probably Ruthenia have passed under 
German control. In their passing they have 
provided the first denial of Herr Hitler’ 

doctrine of racism, for he has absorbed races 
which cannot by any stretch of the imagina- 
tion be described as German, and the first 
indication has been given of the rashness of 
believing that any of the prineiples which 
he has laid down “Mein Kampf” have 
about them any abiding quality. From now 
onwards to place any reliance upon the good 
faith upon which Mr. Chamberlain has 
depended will be to commit a blunder of 
the gravest magnitude. ‘The world at large 
has now been duly warned that the commis- 
sion delimiting Czechoslovakia's new boun- 
daries was nothing but a solemn farce. 
Those boundaries were never destined by at 
east two parties to that commission to be 
permanent. 

‘The technique was the same as that 
employed against Austria and Czechoslovakia 
last year, and it must give other of the 
Central European and Eastern European 
States furiously to think. What, the world 
will ask, will come next? ‘The way to 
Rumania’ is now open, the Black Sea may 
very well be the next goal, or Memel, of 
the Ukraine, or Poland itself. It is even 
suggested that the time is coming for Ger- 
many, and Italy to open their attack on the 
western democracies, though it is possible 
that that will wait for the time being while 
Germany takes all the steps necessary to 
protect herself against the effect of a blockade 
which would inevitably be put into operation 
upon the commencement of any such 

With the wealth of Rumania, 

Germany could withstand a 
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tely, and it is, perhaps be- 
cause of the realization that the idea of the 
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short sharp war may have to give place to 
‘the conception of a Jong-drawn-out one, that 
Germany is seeking to secure sources of sup- 
plies which she “does not at prescnt have in 
sufficient quantities, and which are imper 
tive in the event of any prolonged struggle. 
It will be scon that with this Iatest develop- 
‘ment the perfection of a better understanding 
Between the democracies, and those other 
countries which are being threatened is be- 
coming increasingly necessary, and the re~ 
cognition of a need for common defence 
‘against aggression may be the next important 
step calculated to thwart those nations whose 
resent policy is one of crypto-aggression 
Which may very quickly be transformed into 
overt. It is impossible to over-emphasize the 
"gravity of the situation. It is such that in 
Great Britain Mr. Chamberlain may find 
himself no longer able to exert the control 
he has up to the present. It may be that 
‘the demand for the formation of a National 
Government embracing representation of all 
parties will prove in’ the not too distant 
future something which he cannot afford to 
disregard, for it must.be very apparent to 
hhim that ‘the factor most likely to contribute 
to his own downfall is the man in whom he 
has displayed such touching faith,—Herr 
Hitler. 
‘There is, nevertheless, still a chance for 
him to retain his position. The firmness 
‘which has been recently displayed in British 
policy has arisen from a realization of the 
‘way things were tending. Now that that has 
Deen so strikingly demonstrated by the grab- 
bing of Czechoslovakia, for that is what it 
is and nothing else, there can be no room 
for doubt that the only possible poliey which 
‘can now be followed is one of determined 
resistance to the aggressor nations. There 
cain be no question of further concession, and 
‘the formation of a National Coalition Govern 
ment embracing all those leaders who are of 
that opinion would be the clearest indication 
of Great Britain's will to resist, Limits have 
been reached, they are in danger of being 
overstepped, ‘and the democracies of the 
world must’ now face the tragic possibilities 
of the future, The only way to give British 
statesnien that rapidity of decision which is 
80 strong a weapon in the hands of the 
Dictators is by the formation of a Coalition 
Government which would remove any 
Powerful opposition in the House of Com- 
mons, and place that body very much in the 
position it was during so much of the Great 
‘War. And it is better that it should be done 
now than when catastrophe is threatened. 
Political mobilization such as this is impera- 
tively necessary, and Mr, Chamberlain can 
best retrieve his own position by recognition 
of that fact and acting accordingly. Justice 
in such days as these is best reinforced by 
strength, and determination to use it quickly, 
and both France and Great Britain should 
80 place themselves as to be able to employ 
from the earliest moment the undoubted 
might which they possess. As for the pass- 
ing of Czechoslovakia what can be said, save 
to express the profoundest sympathy’ with 
the people of that shortlived republic. Tt 
may have had within it the seeds of its own 
Aissolution from the very moment of its 
inception, but it is nevertheless something 
which touches the emotions to see so gallant 
a little people deprived of their just aspira- 
tions and politically martyred in the manner 
in which they have been, 



































WANTED A COALITION 
March 18, 


Probably nothing was better calculated to 
arouse public opinion in Great Britain, and 
France than this Intest German adventure 
into Czechoslovakia, In Britain those who 
favoured Mr, Chamberlain's policy of 
Peasement, if not wholeheartedly at least as 
an experiment which might have been pro- 
ductive of success, and consequently well 
‘worth the while, have been rudely awakened 
to the grim realities of the situation. They 
realize that they have been deluded with false 
hopes, and their aggravation over that fact 5s. 
‘emphasized by the ability of those, favour- 
ing the more direct tacties of Mr. Anthony 
Eden and Mr. A. Duff-Cooper, to say “We 
told you so." ‘There will also be the gravest 
possible dismay at the most striking evidence 
Produced since the conclusion of the Great 
‘War that international morality has been 
reduced to such an extent that it may be 
said no longer to exist, at least in some 
quarters. ‘There are already suggestions that 
Mr, Neville Chamberlain may be shortly 
obliged to resign. It will be a pity if indeed 
that comes about, for whatever may be 
‘thought of his general policy, there cannot 
be the slightest doubt that his handling of 
the situation last September undoubtedly 
saved Europe from war, and that despite the 
contentions of those who believed that Ger- 
many was only bluffing, and that in the 
ultimate resort Herr Hitler would have held 
his hand. ‘There is not the slightest avai 
able evidence to support that view. It is 
merely an opinion, held by a very large pro- 
portion of Britons, it is true, but still only a 
belief to act upon which at'such a juncture 
might have been productive of the gravest 
results. On the other hand his policy of 
‘appeasement has failed, failed so completely 
that there appears to be no real chance of its 
ever being resuscitated so long as the heads 














of aggressor nations follow the policies they’ 
have outlined for themselves. It has failed’ 
as completely vis-A-vis of Italy as it has of 
Germany. Since the conclusion of the J.1sjlo- 
Italian Pact the only gestures in support 
of. Mr. Chamberlain that Signor Mussolini 
has made were the token withdrawal of a) 
number of Italian troops from Spain: and a! 
temporary reduction of the Italian forces in| 
Libya. 

Germainy has contributed nothing towards| 
that success of which Mr. Chamberlain was] 
30 earnestly in search. Indeed by his latest 
action he has defeated him, and to a con- 
siderable extent discredited him in the eyes! 
of even his keenest supporters. It is clea 
therefore, that to cling tenaciously to a policy| 
which the fwo Dictators by their actions, or| 
support of each other's manoeuvres, have 
shown cannot possibly succeed would not be 
‘a mere imprudence, but, in the circum~ 
stances, a piece of egregious folly for which 
there could not be the shadow of an 
excuse. One of the greatest needs whica 
Great Britain feels at the moment is 
for a government inspired by the doctrine 
of the completest realism, animated with 
a determination to deal ‘with the situa-| 
tion as it is, and not as they would like it 
to be, and ‘to make every preparation to| 
meet any emergency which may be thrust 
upon it, It has been made perfectly plain 
that assurances are no longer worth the 
breath they are uttered in, nor pacts the] 
Paper upon which they are written. It is| 
‘even clearer that the only diplomatic weapon 
left in the world, with comparatively few 
exceptions, is armed might, and if unhappily’ 
‘that view has to be accepted, then the sooner’ 
the British Cabinet is reconstructed to in- 
clude those men, who have consistently re~ 
fused to be misled in the way Mr. Chamber- 
lain has been, the better for the perpttua- 
tion of a peace which can now only be main-| 
tained by force. The fact has to be faced 
that the two totalitarian states in question 
have thrown aside the masks of racism, and 
the protection of minorities, and have re-| 
vealed in all their nakedness the policies of] 
imperialistic extension completely regardless; 
of the principles to which they have been 
giving such glib lip-service. That is a fact 
which the remaining democracies of the! 
world, as well as Soviet Russia, have got to 
face, The issue is raised in terms which’ 
permit of no misinterpretation; the only’ 
wight is to be that of might, and there is. 
not a few of the smaller countries who may 
very soon be convinced of it. 

‘The question must naturally arise as to 
how. far Mr. Chamberlain can adjust himself 
to the changed situation which has thus been 
brought about. He has shown during the 
past few months a firmness which has been 
‘altogether admirable, and it is possible that! 
he could still continue to lead a Cabinet in- 
cluding those other statesmen with whom he 
was not formerly in complete agreement. 
‘Throughout his career Mr. Chamberlain has 
never shown any signs of an inflexible 
obstinacy, and it is even now possible since 
the impossibility of his ever achieving success: 
‘along the lines of géneral appeasement, that| 
his ripeness of vision, and maturity of judg- 
ment might act as a very necessary brake! 
upon the activities of those younger men,_ 
who, while their inclusion in the Cabinet is: 
necessary for the purposes of bringing about| 
complete national union in view of this latest 
menace, have been shown by their speeches: 
to be somewhat rasher than has the Prime 
Minister. ‘The advent to power of such men 
as Mr. Winston Churchill, Mfr, Anthony Eden, 
and Mr. Duff-Cooper, without the restraining 
hand of such a personality as Mr. Chamber- 
Jain might not prove an unmixed blessing, 
and what is obviously necessary at the pre- 
‘sent moment is a well-balanced Cabinet in| 
which the impetuosities of some of its mem- 
bers would be offset by the maturity of men 
such as he. Another argument supporting | 
this contention is that it is undesirable at! 
such a juncture completely to swap horses. 
‘The construction of a Coalition Government | 
might very well prove a task of considerable 
‘magnitude, for there are so many divergent| 
ambitions ‘to be satisfied. ‘They might, at| 
any rate for the time being be submerged 
in view of the threat to the democracies 
which these developments in Europe envis- 
age. It is very probable they would be, but 
such a Government led by Mi. Chamberlain 
‘should commend itself to the country as a. 
‘whole, while at the same time modifying the| 
threat which the Dictators profess to see in 
the possibility of a return to office of such 
men as those named above. 














RUMANIA NEXT ? 
March 20, 
Whether or not Germany has served an 
economic ultimatum on Rumania really 
‘amounts to very little in view of the situa- 
tion in which the latter country finds itself 
since the German absorption of Czecho- 
slovakia, As the fall of Austria paved the 
way for the subjugation of Czechoslovakia, 
so this latter process inevitably brings two 
more Danubian states, Hungary and 
Rumania, within the range of German| 
domination, and the only thing which is not) 
yet quite clear is the means the Reich will 





‘Adopt to enforce its will upon those two 
countries. At the present moment Herr 


Wobltat, head of the German economic mis 
sion in Rumania, is endeavouring to effect 
precisely those ends which have been de- 
tailed in the “ultimatum” which it is alleged 
has been given. That both Germany and 
Rumania deny, but that such a demand may 
eventually be made in the event of present 
negotiations failing ‘to end satisfactorily to 
Herr Hitler is a probability which cannot be 
Gisrogarded. In the preparation for the 
struggle with democracy, which despite all 
denials is very obviously what Herr Hitler 
has in his mind, it is necessary that he 
should secure sources of supply which would 
otherwise be denied him by naval blockade 
in the event of war. Thus the oil, grain, 
lumber, cattle and foodstuffs to which it is 
‘alleged the “ultimatum” referred, which are 
s0 richly produced in Rumania must be made| 
available to Germany if she’ is ever to 
embark upon war, which judging by present | 
developments would seem to be inevitable. 
‘The problem of Germany has dominated 
Rumanian politics for the past three years, 
and, directly or indirectly, has been the 
cause of all the dramatic events which have 
been little understood by the outside world. 
Despite the fact that German-Rumanian 
relations have been worse than those of the 
former country with Yugoslavia and Hun- 
‘gary, Germans in Rumania have been treated 
more liberally than in the other two states. 
They have dozens’ of papers whereas, in 
‘Yugoslavia they have only one or two, and 
in Hungary none. The demand of ‘their 
Puehrer, Herr Fritz Fabritius, for liberty of 
political liberty was immediately granted. 
‘Similar demands by the leader of Hungarian 
Germans were. placed on the shelf. 

It is true that King Carol has been’ 
dealing somewhat drastically with the Iron 
Guard, the Rumanian version of the Nazi 
movement, with the imprisonment of its 
eaders, the suppression of the movement, 
and ultimately the shooting of | Zelea 
Codreanu and thirteen of his henchmen. 
That in itself might not appear in German 
eyes sufficient reason actively to interfere in 
the domestic affairs of the Rumanian king- 
dom, but the fact is that Rumania is the 
only’ European country possessing oil in 
sufficient quantities to supply the needs of 
the mechanized legions of so important a 
Power as Germany in war time, has quanti 
ties of other supplies necessary to any coun- 
try at war, but particularly so in the case 
‘of Germany where even in peace food is 
none too plentiful. The reduction of Czecho- 
slovakia to the position of a mere corridor 
for the passage of German troops eastwards 
means a threat equally to Poland and 
Rumania and possibly even to Russia itself. 
‘To get at Russia either Poland or Rumania 
would have to be chosén as the next victim, 
and if Germany decides that the easier prey’ 
is Rumania then the time may not be far 
away when that “ultimatum,” which it is: 
denied has yet been presented, will be forth- 
coming. It is not without the bounds of 
possibility that Germany will seek to reduce 
‘Rumania to a position of economic servitude, 
preventing it from developing itself as an’ 
industrial power, and confining its activities: 
to the provision of raw material for German 
needs. ‘That would indeed amount to de- 
priving the country of its economic inde 
pendence, though in return Berlin might 
Gceide to guarantee its political and territori- 
fal integrity, Such a step would protect| 
‘Rumania against the territorial claims which 
Hungary and Bulgaria have upon her, and 
which those countries expect will sooner or 
later be decided in their favour. Guarantees 
being what they appear to be nowadays it 
‘would not sem that there would be anything 
in the nature of a bargain likely to be at all 
satisfactory to Rumania. 

‘With two nations having territorial claims 
‘on Rumania, and a third desiring her com- 
plete economic subjugation the position of 
that nation is far from enviable, Neverthe- 
less King Carol, proving himself no mean 
diplomat, has by his astuteness managed to 
secure agreement between the German 
minority under him and the recently formed 
Front of National Renaissance and has been 
able to nullify one of the best weapons of 
“cold pressure” capable of being used against 
him, He has good cause to resist Germany, 
but his position is difficult because though 
fon the face of things he has succeeded in 
suppressing the Iron Guard, it is well known 
that there are sympathizers with that move- 
‘ment honeycombing the ministries and even 
the Army. Therein lies the weakness of his. 
position. He may be able to keep the land 
just as quiet and orderly as Austria was, and 
Czechoslovakia was until outside influences| 
started stirring things up, but the seeds of| 
dramatic development are there. Thus the| 
report of the serving of an ultimatum may' 
‘be premature yet at the same time amount 
to the only example of intelligent anticip: 
tion possible in the light of existing circum: 
jances. Yet it seems to be the only deve- 
lopment convenient to Herr “Hitler, for the: 
Ukraine scheme with which he is’ credited’ 
is a much larger question, and calculated to 
arouse the opposition of ‘both Poland and. 
Russia, while the successful reduction of 
Rumania to an economic vassalage would 
help progress towards Angora und the attain- 















ment of the greater portion of the urge 
towards the East. It is well within the| 
bounds of possibility that through Herr! 
Wohltat, Der Fuehrer will seek to achieve 
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hhis objectives by peaceful negotiation, but _ 


the fact cannot be overlooked that as a result 
of recent developments in Czechoslovakia he 
is able to exert a military pressure which 
was not formerly possible. Consequently if 
within the next few weeks it transpires that 
the original story was accurate there need 
be no cause for surprise. It fits in so well 
‘with all that has happened in the past, and 
is likely to happen in the future, 








* COLLECTIVE SECURITY 


March 21. 

‘The anxiety which. has been created by 
the German subjugation of Czechoslovakia, 
and the demands upon Rumania has done 
‘more to increase the tendency of democratic 
states to coalesce in common defence than 
anything which has occurred since the col~ 
lapse of the Locarno Pact. Poland has been 
brought to a realization of the essential fact 
that her communication lines with the south 
have been cut by Germany who has under- 
taken another effort towards expansion to- 
wards the East, Russia, who sees the grow- 
ing threat to herself in the latest develop- 
ments, is reported now to be ready to 
participate in any system of collective secur~ 
ity, despite the “disappointment of Munich,” 
while there is considerable support shown 
in favowr of a conference between Great 
Britain, France, the United States, Yugosla- 
via, Rumania, 'Greeee and Turkey for the 
purpose of devising a common policy in the 
event of new instances of aggression. 
Germany having by her action swept away 
all and every ground upon which good rela~ 
tions with her could be based has completely 
frustrated those in many countries who 
desired friendship with her. ‘Thus the very 
large body of opinion which in Great Britain 
favoured such a development, and was work- 
ing earnestly towards it, has been deprived 
of whatever slender chances there were of 
bringing so happy a situation about, and the 
only practical policy of international concern 
now is how those countries which are at 
present threatened, and those others which 
may be menaced in the near and xemoter 
future can best combine for the purpose of 
offering that common resistance without which 
the grandiose schemes of Herr Hitler stand a 
good chance of succeeding, ‘They have been 
forced to realize that the rearmament of 
Germany can only" be accepted as dictated 
by reasons of self-defence, if it is also under 
stood that that defence is designed to operate 
against the results of her own aggressions. 
‘Once that is accepted the newly-built Ger~ 
man armies become a weapon of offence in 
an aggressive campaign of imperialistic 
expansion, 

‘And so the doctrine of collective security, 
which for some time past has been under a 
cloud, has emerged again as a matter of very 
urgent practical polities. It is to be hoped 
that it will be possible quickly to bring about 

common understanding amongst all the 
nations at present menaced, whereby com- 
‘mon action shall be taken in the defence of 
any individual nation attacked, If such an 
arrangement can be reached it’ will only be 
effectively operative If the responsibilities of 
the participating countries towards each 
other are defined with greater precisone: 
than has ever been employed in the past. 
‘They will need to be as clearly defined 
as is the present relationship between Great 
Britain and France—without any reserva~ 
tions whatever. ‘That it would result again 
in the encirclement of Germany, something 
which its Government so sttongly resents, is, 
particularly now, no reason why stich a 
scheme should not be developed to its final 
conclusion, ‘The argument may be advanced 
that such @ scheme would lead to a general 
deterioration of the present situation, “but 
‘against that it may be contended that condi 
tions are now so bad that it is very diMeult 
to believe that they can be very much worse 
short of actual warfare, That can only be 
avoided if there is arrayed against the 
totalitarian states such an array of strength 
that even their leaders will hesitate before 
embarking upon further attempts to redraft 
the map of Europe and the world, Of the 
‘enormous strength which such a combin 
tion of nations united for common defence 
could muster there cannot be the slightest 
doubt. It is now and would continue to be 
very much in excess of whatever the agres- 
sor states could ever hope to command, and 
economically as well as militarily would 
present something which they would be more 
than a lttle foolhardy ever to think of chal~ 
enging. It would forge a weapon to be 
used only in the vindication of the principles 
of peace the effectiveness of which would be 
undeniable, 

But it must be remembered that nothing 
short of a defensive alliance will serve the 
purpose; an unequivocal pledge that if any 
one member of the combine is attacked the 
whole will be at war, is the only really 
useful counter-measure against the threat 
which is developing, It will not suffice 
merely to enter into a convention providing 
that when one of the parties becomes the 
vietim of aggression the others shall consult 
as to the best means of protecting it; it is 
imperatively necessary that the aggressor 
states shall be made to realize that the very 
































‘act of isolated aggression will bring about 
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Czechoslovak Crisis 


While the cables have not made everything 
clear with regard to the crisis which has 
developed belween the Czechs and the Slovaks 
In Czechoslovakia, there is sufficient informa- 
tion to show that’ it has been developed along 
Hines which are by now familiar. There is some 
argument as to whether the dismissal of Dr. 
Josef iso from the Premiership of Slovakia 
‘was constitutional or not, and it is quite clear 
that that gentleman does not intend to take 
it Tying down. ‘The one important fact which 
emerges from’ the welter of rumour and con- 
Aicting reports which has come to hand, is that 
there is every possibility of a further dismem- 
berment of Czechoslovakia, and that the 
Slovaks will be given "complete independence 
from the Czechs. The reports of brutality whieh 
hhave been broadcast, were to some extent dis- 
counted by the statement of Mr. Neville Cham- 
berlain in the House of Commons that only 
minor incidents had occurred at. Bratislava, 
though this in turn must be modified by the 
reports of bombings in that eity which occurred 
Jale on Monday night. Prague appears to fear 
2 German ultimatum, while according to Havas 
fourteen divisions have mobilized in Germany 
ready for action against Czechoslovakia. It is 
to be hoped that this Is not true, but mobiliza. 
tons being an important factor in power poli- 
es there are reasonable possibilities that it is. 

* The establishment of an independent Slovakia, 
probably in Customs union with the Reich and 
Under the political domination of Berlin would 
in effect amount to a rounding out of Herr 
Hitler's policy of dismembering Czechoslovakia, 
‘and would be a preliminary step towards the 
accomplishment of his designs on the Ukraine, 
‘What 1s happening now was certainly not con- 
templated by the Munich conference, or most 
certainly not by elther the representatives of 
France and Great Britain, and if in the end 
Cuechoslovakia is agoin carved up it will mer: 
ly be another proof of the instability of certain, 
International arrangements in Europe. 














Military Difficulties 


It has beon said that the Abyssinian cam- 
palgn, was fought off the map because geo- 
Braphic knowledge of the country was so 
‘meagre that mony of the places » mentioned 
could no. be found, In fact, Evelyn Waugh, in 
his satirfeal book on newspaper coverage of this 
campatgn, managed to Swing most of his action 
around a’ plac which did not. exist. It is 
hhoped that in the unhappy situation developing 
in Central Europe a polley of appeasement 
will” prevail because existing maps reveal an 
amazing complexity of nomenclature, Political 
developments have been so rapid that many 
places have dual names and most of them 
Unpronouneable, to the Anglo-Saxon at least. 
Not far from Corpatho-Ukraine our old frlend 
Praemysl, which created such a headache at 
the beginning of the Great War, looms ominous 
ly over place names and political personalities 
‘of even greater, complexity. Radio enthusiasts 
know of Bratislava for its powerful radio 
station but others know it as Pressburg. Chust 
pronounced "Hoost"—the capital of Carpatho- 
Ukraine Is not mentioned in the elaborate press 
‘maps Issued during the September crisis of last 
year but its elevation to a capital is typical of 
the sweeping changes in Central Europe in 
the last few months and led to the decision 
fof an American publishing house not to issue 
further maps of Europe for school purposes 
‘until the situation sufficiently clarifies to make 
a comprehension possible. But above all is 
Goneral Prehala, the Czech Minister of Interior, 
who 18 reported to have been relieved of his 
oie, ‘The political cireumstances of this act 
‘may be tragie but the ordinary observer can be 
pardoned if relief displaces sympathy in his

US. Strikes Back 


‘The decision of the United States to impose 
diseriminatory” taxation against German ioe 
Ports is an interesting. commencement. of the 
fxmpaign of realiation whieh may be expected 
fo'grow if conditions in the world worsen. It 
Ip not, however, 1 be. taken as an Immediate 
Feactlon to. the coup in.

News and the Gestapo 


‘The position of the journalist in the totali- 
farian states has never been happy. It he 
a native of the country in which he is work- 
fing, he ie obliged to. print only the official 
[version of what has been happening. Though 
fhe may know better, he is forced to tell his 
readers just what the department controlling 
his profession weatz them to leara, with a 
[result that the truth is trimmed to’ suit the 
‘particular policy favoured by the grect. If 
Ihe is a foreigner employed by some news 
fageney or paper abroad to report the hap- 
pennings in the country and he does 0 
truthfully, he is likely to find himself arrested 
fand deported. ‘The more efficient he is in iis 











reporting, the more liatle he is to arouse the 


hhis duties. These facts may be part of the 
Jexplanation why among the first persons to 
be rounded up’ in Czechoslovakia under the 
lorders of the German secret police were 
Journalists. Little actual cabled .news of to 
activities of the Gestapo_in thelr now sphere 
has been received in Shanghai, but “there 
have been hints, such as quotations by re 
Putable London’ newspapers such’ as" “The 
Times," that they have indulged in an orgy 
lof terrorism which, as “The Times” comments, 
is “revolting and’ unworthy of a civilized 
state." The attitude of the totalitarian oficial 
towards the news gatherer is well illustrated 
by a story told ina letter from a journalist 
}who was formerly in Shanghai but who is 
now reporting for an American syndicate in 
Berlin, This journalist deseribed how a party 
fof foreign correspondents attempted to visit 
the scene of an explosion in a munitions fac- 
tory near Berlin in order to get first hand 
accounts of the tragedy for theit papers. They 
were held up by black-shirted senteles, and 
told that hey were foreign spies. All of them 
protested their innocence and produced their 
press card’. “Ah,” said the commander of 
the sentry post,’ “Yekt wre jaushalisih, not 
spies. ‘That is even worse.” And they ‘were 
not allowed to yet anywhere near the cx 
plosion.

Shanghai Food Supplies 


Shanghai's efforts to overcome food supply 
Jdificulties caused by the Sino-Japanese hostile 
ties are strikingly illustrated in the annual re- 
port of the Commissioner of Publie Health, 
Published on another page. With all usual 
sources ard methods of transportation closed by 
‘the war, the eily’s pressing food needs led to 
considerable enterprise in opening up the rich 
farming territory in the Lower Yangtze, parti- 
‘cularly’on the north bank around Nantungehow.

defensive action on all fronts, ‘The failure 
of collective security in the past is no reason 
why such a system should not operate sue- 
cessfully in the future, Tis failure was in a 
large measure due to the fact that neither 
Germany nor Italy had offered such threats 
to the peace of the world as they are now 
doing. Nations subscribing to it had not 
then the object lesson which they have now be- 
fore thelr very eyes. There was still some be~ 
lief in the potentialities of a good faith which 
has been shown now not to exist, and from 
the study of what was hoped would be only 
an academie question the nations menaced 
‘are now being forced to consideration of an 
imposing problem in practical politics. It is 
not to be believed that the United’ States 
would enter info any such deanite alliance 
as appears now to be necessary. ‘That would 
not mitigate to any great extent against the 
scheme, for the United States with the 
enormous economie power which they control, 
and with the material resources which they 
can place at the disposal of the democracies 
“vould, as a-silent, but very powerful partner,

Chinese attack. 

‘This, he sald, had been effected by 
striking at Chinese concentrations 
south-West of iKlukow. 

‘The Japanese forces in Hupeh, the

It will be recalled that as early 
fas last winter, men under General 
Koo Tsu-tung threatened to retake 
‘Hangehow announcing that they 
would pass the Lunar New Year in 
the lake city but the Japanese decid- 
‘ed to strike the first blow by attack- 
ing Holmen and other Chekiang 
coastal districts.

In the earlicr stages of the oc-

At one time, the refugee camp con 
tained between 700 and 800 persons, 
Including hospital employees, Now 
there are Jess than 600, Most of the 
refugees buy food and cook it for 
themselves, Those who. have no 
money receive free food twice a day. 
‘Thus far, the supplies of food and 
fuel have “never entirely failed, 
though fuel was searce for a time,

Detatls are not yet available, except 
that the pilot was injured, 

Tt is now learned that ‘Mr. Tang 
Kwan, Hongkong manager of the 
Central Bank, who was at first re- 
ported to have been a passenger, 
Was not actually travelling in the 
‘plane at the time. One passenger 
in the machine, however, it is under 
stood, was connected with the Bank 
of China. 

‘The ‘plane, although it originally

Corporation, had recently been 
chased by ‘the Ministry of 
‘munieations. 

Tt was established this morning, 
after exhaustive enquiries, and also 
searches from the air by. ‘planes 
from Chungking, Kunming and 
Kwelyang, that the machine carried 
@ erew of four, and also four pas- 
sengers. 

‘The crew comprised a pilot, e 
pilot, wireless operator and mechanic, 
all of whom were Chinese. 

Of the four passengers, two board- 
ed the ‘plane ‘at Chengiu, and two 
at, Chungking, 

‘The accident occurred at 47pm. 
fon the afternoon of March 12, when 
the last distress message was received 
from the machine. 

Mt was believed that the Eurasia 
‘plane had been forced to land in the 
mountains to the south of Sut, and 
to the north of Hsuanchen.

Some of 
these were Instantly killed. It was 
evidently a, bomb of great weight 
that was ung among them. Another 
bomb was dropped on the military 
headquarters and several officers were 
injured. ‘The majority of the bombs 
fon the two successive days that the 
planes visited Changchow were, 
however, dropped on the aerodrome. 
"A Douglas steamship —wirelessed 
Kulangsu yesterday to say that bombs 
‘were again being dropped on Chuan- 
chow and. she could not enter the 
harbour to discharge cargo. ‘The 
coast line all day yesterday, trom 
‘Chipbee to Tongan, was systematically 
altacked by planes coming from the 
carrier lying outside the harbour of 
Amoy.

Flock Here 


‘Shanghai, Mar. 17. 

More than one thousand people 
living in distriets in North Kiangsu 
where the situation is tense because 
of the threatened military action ar= 
rived in Shanghai yesterday afternoon 
in several boats and before landing 
they were carefully searched by the 
Setilement police authorities guarding 
the gangway leading to the No. 12 
Pontoon. 

Interviewed, many new arrivals 
leaving the Christine Moller, a British 
steamer, admitted that they had come 
here because of the tense situation. 
‘Most of them were seen carrying per- 
sonal belongings including beading 
which indieated that they ‘wished to 
stay here for some time. The boat also 
carried pigs, chickens and other goods 
to Shanghai from Kiangpeh, (meaning 
north of the Yangtze). 


Kiangpeh is that part of Kiangsu 
where barbers and most of other ser- 
vants are recruited and the arrival 
yesterday of this large number of 
Fefugees will mean a burden to the 
city especially the poorer class of 
‘Chinese on whom they wish to de- 
pend for some time. 

‘Although previous Chinese reports

Settlement as far as foreign residents are concerned and births 
of 18 different nationalities were recorded last year, according to 
the second part of the annual report of the Commissioner of Public 


Health issued yesterday. 


A total of 416 births among foreign re- | 


sidents, 216 males and 200 females, was registered. 12,176 births 
among the Chinese residents were recorded, 5,996 males and 6,180 


females, 

Deaths among foreigners totalled 
31, of which number 617 were re~ 
dents. “A otal of $5,600 Chinese 
deaths was recorded. 37,990 deaths 
Were in respect of exposed corpses. 
Those are dumped on vacant plots 
of land and are collected for disposal 
by the Shanghai Public Benevolent 
Cometery, “Although these deaths 
form 6820 ‘percent. of the tolal 
number of deaths recorded, it is im- 
possible to give any analysis of the 
causes of death. Many of the bodies 
fare those of beggars, indigents, 
female infants and stillbom children: 

‘The following summary relates 16 
the incidence. “ot communicable 
diseases among the resident popula- 
tion only. 

‘Typhoid Paratyphold Group.—This 
disease was endemic during the early 
part of the year, but in May it be- 
came epidemic "and continued 30 
throughout the remainder of the 
year. Among the foreign community, 
256 cases of typhoid fever with 47 
‘deaths, and 44 ‘eases of para-typhold 
fever with 3 deaths were notified. 84 
per cent, of the total ease. Incidence 
Gf the tivo diseases occurred among. 
Eastern races other than Chinese, 
Among the Chinese 3455 cases of 
typhold with 1,376 deaths were re- 
ported and 71 cases of para-typhold 
with 15. deaths.

‘Scarlet Fever.—This was present 
throughout the yoar 'to a moderate 
‘extant, 3 eases were recorded among 
the foreign population, 59 of whom 
were children under the age, ot 15. 
2deaths occurred. Among Chinese, 
560 cases wern recorded with 50 
deaths, 

Diphtheria. — 68 cases with 4 
deaths wore recorded among foreign. 
fers, while among the Chinese 1,177 
‘eases with 256 deaths were notified. 

Tafluenza. — 14 cases, 2 of which 
proved fatal, wore nolifled among 
foreigners, Among Chinese 304 cases 
were notified with §7 deaths, 

Plague. — No cases cecurred among 
wither human beings or rats. 

‘Tuberculosis. — This disease again 
shows. the highest mortality among 
the notifiable diseaies. 87 foreign 
ceases were notifled, of whieh 75 were 
fof the respiratory “type, causing 47 
‘ut of 59 deaths.

medical practitioners, “the routine 
examination of milk, ‘milk products, 
water, leo, aerated waters and similar 
articles of food or drink, the pro- 
Guction and distribution of cholera, 
‘smallpox and typhoid vaccines, and 
‘an anti-rabies service, 

‘With the exception of the anti- 
ables service all branches of work 
have extended very considerably ; 
65,489 ‘specimens were examined as 
compared with 45,525 in 1997, 91,066 
in'1993 and only 13,344 in 1928." Tt 
‘will be seen that work has inereased 
during the last quinquennial period 
early threo times and in the last 
decade almost five times. 

Cholera So far as the Laboratory 
‘was concerned the brunt of the attack 
occurred during July when 3,610 
Specimens ‘were received and 1,106 
Dositive diagnoses “made. Sporadic 
ages still appeared up to the end of 
November though with less frequency 
than in 1087. 

‘Approximately 600,000 ces of 
cholera vaccine were prepared dur- 
Ing the early months of the year and 
‘were used during the summer season, 
In. addition bulk concentrates: 
‘equivalent to approximately 1,500,000 
fet of finished vaccine were prepared 
in the autumn against possible de- 
mands during 1090. 

Unlike cholera which is fortunately 
only a. periodic visitor, the enteric 
fevers are an ever present evil and, 
Judging from laboratory records, 
have during the past few years shown 
a most disquieting increase in fre- 
jquency, assuming for the. first time 
fon record a minor epidemic form in 
the late autumn of 1037, and a miich 
raver one this summer. 

‘This year the number of positives 
recorded is three times the ‘number 
in 1907. ‘Though this increase is 
without doubt due to the influx of 
refugees It" is more than directly 
proportional to the most liberal 
‘estimate of the additional population.

Phone Users Fail 
To Pay Up

‘With 1,141 subscribers to its tele- 
phone services in Shanghal, the Cen- 
{ral China ‘Telecommunications Com- 
pany, a subsidiary of the Central 
China Development Company, is con- 
fronted with the phenomenon of 
having 650 of its clients in arrears 
with “respect to. the payment of 
charges, the “Shanghai Mainichi” re~ 
ported yesterday. ‘The total sum due 
the company amounts to Y.9,889, the 
daily sald. 

‘Two among these subscribers in 
arrears, the Japanese newspaper re~ 
ported, have failed to pay since May, 
‘when the telephone service in Chapel, 
Nantao and the Civic Centre was 
restored. 

From 224 at the end of 1998, those 
In arrears rose to 618 by the end of 
January, the “Mainichi” sald, intimat- 
Ing that the “patience ot the company 
ig vfast diminishing.” There are, 947 
subscribers in Chapei, 142 in the Civic 
Centre, and §1 in Nanto 
the “Mainichi”! 
sald, are of the opinion that people 
have ‘been taking advantage of this 
attitude. Many Japanese subscribed 
to the service because it was a 
‘novelty, as in Japan a telephone costs 
from ¥.1,000 fo ¥.1,500, In contrast, 
There .a ‘telephone ‘will, be installed 
‘upon the payment of ¥30 for busl- 
‘ness. purposes, ¥20, for home use.

Huge Fire Destroys

Another example of the ingenuity 
with which opium dealers go about 
their “lucrative but unwholesome 
‘trade came to light when, as a result 
of a search made of a Silver Taxi 
by a search party from Chengtu Road 
Police Station shortly after 343 p.m.

‘ounces of oplum were discovered and 
the four passengers were taken into 
custody. 

Questioned by Detective Sub- 
Inspector. Wilkinson, the frst 
suspect gave hls name as Lee Chung- 
koh and led a pollee party to: his 
home at House 9, Lane 485 Hankow 
Road, where he had been living for 
the past three years as the agent of 
‘an opium gang in Yunnan for which 
he distributed the narcotic here, 

A-search of the premises revealed 
that 19 bales of what appeared to be 
Chinese medicine of the bark kind, 
were stored there.

‘The drug had~ been so perfectly 
concealed “that examination of 
number of bales on the part of Post 
OMce officials did not result in the 
discovery of the use. 

Further investigations revealed that 
Lee disposed of the opium in “Ta 
Tao” territory and that the second 
‘suspect, who gave his name as Wong 
‘Chung-ching, acted as broker whilst 
the other two arrested men claimed 
not tobe connected with the drug 
running organizations and sald that 
they were merely accompanying the 
two men to “Ta Tao” territory to 
amuse themselves. 

Brought before the First Special 
Disiriet Court yesterday, the four 
accused were remanded in custody to 
Bermit further investigations to be 
mado on the part of the police. 

Questioned by the police, the 
driver of the hire car stated that his 
fear had been ordered to. the Dah 
Zung Hotel on Avenue Edward VI, 
where the four men were found to 
have met in a room prior to leaving 
for "Ta Tao” territory to dispose of 
the deug.

Mr. N. A. Konovalof™ left with his 
family for' the South of France by the 
‘Avamis yesterday after 42 years in 
China. 

Having joined the Customs Service 
tm 1897, Mr. Konovalofl has acted os 
Private Secretary to the late Sir 
Robert Hart in 1000-1003. After 
having served as Acting Commissioner 
at Newchwang in 1909/4, he was pro- 
moted. Commissioner "and Chief 
Secretary at the Peking Inspectorate 
General in 1006, From 1907 to 1910 
he was (the first) Commissioner. at 
Harbin for North Manchuria and a 
member of the Chinese Commission 
for the discussion of the North: 
Manchurian and the Sungari Customs 
questions with the Russian repre- 
sentatives. In 1911, he was attached 
‘as Counsellor to the Chinese Special 
Mission to Russia for the revision of 
the Russo-Chinese Treaty of 1881. In 
1013, he was invited to join the newly: 
created Board of Audits in Peking as 
‘Adviser while remaining on the list 
Jot the Commissioners of Customs until 
1916, From 1918 to 1920 he was also 
‘member of the Board of Directors 
‘and from 1821 to 1924 a member of 
the Audit Committee of the Chinese

‘The situation with regard to the 
western districts such a Hungjao is 
better in this respect, for, whilst 
‘Taylor cars were not available for 
‘trips Into that district yesterday, the 
Ford Hire Service drivers still agreed 
to drive to Hungjao addresses yester~ 
day afternoon, although the service 
‘was understood to be suspended after 
nightfall. 

Taylor Garage chauffeurs 
understood to have handed “their 
Japanese passes back to the manage 
‘ment whilst the Ford employees kept 
them ‘and informed thelr superiors 
that they would continue driving to 
the western areas but would not go

‘out passengers, irrespective of their 
rationality. 

Tt. was believed however that the 
Ford drivers would also discontinue

"The decision on the part of the 
drivers to discontinue service to 
districts North of the Creek was 
Feached after the discovery of two 
chawfeurs, one from each garage, 
who had been murdered after having 
conveyed passengers to Honzkew 
‘addresses during the past few days. 











Vietims of Ronin?

ernment has no objection and as a 
matter of fact is ready and willing 
to sce the said agreement under the 
same terms and conditions ‘working, 
‘43 usual, provided the right is ox- 
tended to the City Government to 
‘make the necessary appointments of 
judges, to provide for the payment 
‘of the salaries of the same and to 
‘exercise such authority’ over" the 
Court within its jurisdietion as from 
1927 up to now exereised by the 
Chiang Kai-shek Government, 


Now it is up to the Consular Body 
{0 find a way to meet the request of 
this City Government. If nof, it is 
only fair for the City Government to 
follow the old steps of the Chiang 
Kal-shek Government, as in the time 
‘of 1927 when his Government had 
ot yet beon fully recognized by the 
Powers, but without any’ hesitation 
and exchange of opinion, his Gov- 
‘ernment took over the Court by its 
‘own will, without any redress, So It 
is only logical that this City Govern= 
‘ment decides to follow such old steps.

‘The preliminary estimates ot ex- 
penditure for 1939 of the Council's 
Tndustriat Section were submitted to 
‘recent meeting of the Finance 
Committes. : 

It was noted that the preliminary 
estimates, as originally submitted by 
the Chief of the Industrial Section, 
were presented in two forms, viz:— 

(a) Existing Establishment. 

(®) Enhanced Establishment, 

In a report submitted, the Treasurer 
and "Controller stated that the 
figures relating to the enhanced ¢s- 
tablishment had been adopted as a 
working ‘basis, following approval of 
the staft ‘changes recommended by 
Miss Hinder. ‘These estimates amount~ 
fed to $83,930 for Ordinary Expendi- 
ture and $8,560 for Stock and Stores 
or a total of $02,490, representing an 
increase of $27,700 or 42.75 per cent. 
as compared with the Budget tor 
1038. Adjustments having been effect 
ed where necessary, the estimates in 
thelr amended form were shown at 
‘$84,770 and $8880 for Stock and 
Stores or a total of $93,230, represent- 
ing an increase of $28,540 or 44.05 per. 
cent. as compared” with last year’s 
Budget appropriations. 

Of this total comparative increase a 
sum of $20,330 related to the general 
‘working of the Section and the bé 
‘ance of $8,210 was reflected in re 
quirements’ under ‘Stock and Stores. 
Staff pay and allowances and the 
variations in personnel already ap- 
proved absorbed $9,450. Passages ac- 
Eounted for $4al0. Expert Advisory 
Services and Statistical Services ac- 
counted for $1,000 and $4,500 respec- 
lively. Other differences were of a 
minor character.

At this 
juncture, my other friend and myself 
saw what was happening and we 
demanded to know when such a re~ 
gulation has come into force ina 
[Public dancing hall, “We were then 
fold that the management deemed it 
necessary to ask us to leave because 
‘my Indian friends “wore turbans! 
Asked why they should object to 
turbans one member of the staff in- 
sultingly said. that all guests must| 
remove their headgear in his cabaret ! 
In order not to create a scene, we

[British court action, for road-widening 
purposes, and had suffered the hu- 
nillation of police measures. Nominal 
damages of $1 were awarded to the 
woman's husband, Mr. S. H. Loh, 
Who claimed that while the register- 
ed owners of the property were 3 
British firm, he, as the beneficial 
‘owner and occupier, was subject only 
fo the Jurisdiction’ of the Chinese 
courts. Petitioners were represented 
by Mr. H. D. Rodger while Mr. G.

Inquest on Edward Hopkins 
Before Mr. 1. T. Morris, Acting Coroner 
(Sulelde, Whilst, Temporarily. of 
‘unsound “Mindy 

‘Shanghal, Mar. 16. 

‘A vordict of suicide whnst of tem~ 
porarily unsound mind was returned 
by Mr. 1. T. Morris, Acting ILM. 
Coroner, yesterday ai the resumed 
Inquest ‘held on the body of the late 
Sergeant Edward Hopkins (aged 41). 
‘of the Royal Army. Service Corps, 
who was found lying dead in his 
bunk with a gunshot wound in. his 
skull at the RASC. Headquarters, 
‘Ash Camp. 61 Great Western Road, 
‘on March. 10. 

"The frst witness to be called was 
Dr. 1. G. Anderson, who gave ovide 
fence of examining the body on March 
10 at the. International» Funeral 
Directors’ Parlours. His report. was 
handed to the Coroner, 

‘A coolie, employed at the camp, 
told the Coroner that on March 10 
hhe went to Sergeant Hopkin's bunk 
to light a fire, but on arrival found 
that the door was closed. He knock- 
ed" twice and as there was no 
fnswer he went to light a fre fr 
‘office. Later, Sergeant Hopkin's boy 
Arrived with’ a cup of tea" and. wit~ 
ness Informed him that he had failed 
to got a reply to his knocking. 

‘Questioned ‘by the Coroner, Sor~| 
geant Hopkin's boy stated that since 
the latter's arrival towards the end 
of 1936, he had acted as his room 
oy. At 6 pm, on March 9, he con 
Hinued, he. reported 0 ‘Sergeant 
Hopkins, who was sitting on his bed, 
and informed him that he had finish= 
ed_ his. work. 

‘On the following morning he went 
to Sergeant Hopkin's bunk with a 
‘cup of tea and, on approaching the 
place, he met the last: witness, who 
{old him that he had knocked at the, 
door and had reecived no answer. 
Witness then knocked at the door 
for about 15 or 20 minutes and, as 
he received no reply, hie borrowed a 
key from Private Howitt, with which 
he’ opened the door, after knocking 
another key, which ‘was on the in= 
‘side, on (0 the floor. 

Aipked inside." witness con 
tinued, “and T saw Scrgeant Hopkins 
lying on the floor bleeding. There 
was a rifle across his logs. T reported 
the matter to the private from whom 
J borrowed the key and went back 
to the bunk with him." 

Private Samuel Howitt, of the 
Royal Army Service Corps, told the 
Coroner that on March 10 he was 
awakened at about 645 am. by the 
sound of the coolie knocking at the 
Dunk door, At 718 he got out of 
bed and saw the room boy banging 
the door,” Me then gave the last 
witness the Key and the latter re~ 
turned. Ina few minutes and. sald 
that “Sorgeant Hopkins was. lying: 
end in his bunk. 

‘Witness proceeded immediately to 
the bunk and saw deceased Tying on 
the Moor with a pool of blood near 
his head and a rifle across his Tons. 
He closed the door and told the boy 
to report the mat 

‘Sergeant Frederick Waller Hamlin. 
of the RASC. stated that he first 
met ‘Sergeant “Mopfkins in Oetbber 
W991 at Aldershot, Hampshire. tn 
November 1926 he came to Shanghai 
with deceased and shared the same 
Foon with him for about two years 

‘On the morning of March 10, he 
added, he returned to barracks at 
about’ 730 am, and he then was 
Informed of the tragedy. | Sergeant 
Hopkins was very cheerful but he 
hhad moody periods, witness. con 
tinued, and he was looking forward 
to going back home at the end of 
the year. "Just before his, death 
Sergeunt Hopkins had been’ very 
quiet but had given no reason for 
this.

is informed that a British sergeant 
had committed suicide at Ash Camp. 
‘On proceedings to the camp he found 
Sergeant Hopkins lying on the floor 
fon his left side with his head ia 

ial of blood. "There was a hole in 
his right eye and a rine was tying 
veross his knees near Is right hand, 

‘Upon examining the bunk witness 
found a key on the floor beneath the 
Jock of the door, while all the win= 
dows had been’ closed and were 
heavily curtained.. From. enquiries 
made at the eamp he asrertained 
that Sergeant Hopkin's had tact been 
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seen alive at about 630 pm. the 
previous night by L/Corpl. Gibbs at 
the store where the rifles were kept. 
He was empowered by virtue of his 
rank to enter this store, witness 
added. 

‘The Coroner then returned the 
following verdict: “I find that. Ser 
Reant Edward ‘Hopkins died al 
‘Shanghai on March 9-10, death bein 
due fo 2 gunshot wound in the sicul 
selj-inflicted whilst temporarily of 
‘unsound mind.”

held on the body of William Ernest 
Clementson, aged 20. 

‘The frst ‘witness, Dr. 1. G. Ander- 
sop, stated that he examined the body 
of deceased on March 11. His re- 
ort was handed to the Coroner. 

‘Marine David John Lloyd, a key- 
‘board sentry aboard H-M.S. Dorset- 
shire, told the Coroner that he com- 
menced his tour of duty at 4 pm. 
‘on March 9, and he noticed that the 
revolver cupboard. contained three 
empty. spaces where normally there 
should have been two. After check 
ing the Issue book, he counted the 
revolvers in the cupboard and found 
that there were 77 when there should 
have been’ 78. ‘The deceased, with 
‘two other men, was also a keyboard 
sentry. 

Ronald Alan Jessop, an Able-Sea- 
man aboard” “HSCS. " Dorsetshire, 
slated that at about 7.20 pm, on 
March 9 he procecded ashore and 
went to the room occupied by Miss 
Vora Cheskova at Passage 613, House 
21 Avenue Joffre, and in room No. 
4, which was occupied by the girl, 
hie found that she was already enter 
taining deccased. 

‘At pam, witness continued, all 
three left the room and. proceeded 
to the Crystal cabaret on ‘Rue Chi 
Pao San, where the girl was employ 
ed. Leaving the girl there, witness 
‘and deceased proceeded to ‘Mumm's 
Cabaret on the same street and the 
former left there to go to the Grand 
‘Theatre at about 045, 

‘Altor visiting several cabarets after 
Jeaving the cinema at about 11 pm. 
witness went to the Crystal Cabaret 
at 1 pm, where he sat on his own 
for a time until he was joined by 
another Royal Marine and Miss Vera 
Cheskova. At 2 am. Jesop con- 
tinued, the French police arrived at 
the eabaret and asked Miss Cheskova 
to accompany them. As she appear 
ed frightened, witness volunteered to 
accompany her. Upon entering the 
police car he was told that Clement

Morale of Czech People Shattered by Final Blow ; 
Populace in Tears as Troops Enter Prague 


HILE 5,000 defiant Czechs, with tears streaming down their 
checks, loudly sang the Czech national anthem in the city’s 


Prague, Mar. 15. 


main square and drowned the “heils” of Sudetens, German troops 
entered into Prague at 10.20 a.m. (5.20 p.m, Shanghai time) today. 
Although the city early this morning was swept by a snowstorm, 
the weather improved as the German troops neared the city and 
when they entered the main public square the sun broke through 


the clouds. 


German troops first started entering the east city where the 
population watched in terror, Motor-cycle companies, comprising 
the vanguards of the main German column, entered the city with- 
out any resistance. They rode into the centre of the city quietly. 
Five thousand persons were massed so close together at the bottom 
of the public square that the German motor-cycle units could 
scarcely pass, ‘The crowd spontancously burst into the Czech na~ 
tional anthem as the Germans appeared, With tears streaming 
down their checks they sang the anthem again and again, their 
voices completely drowning the drone of the German motors. 


‘The entry was made by a scouting 
force consisting of bicyclists who 
were followed by motor-cyclists with 
antistanke guns. SS la ta 

‘The cyclists wore armed with rifles 
jung eros. thelr shoulders. ‘They 
algo ‘bore light machine-guns. 

Entry into’ the city was, made 
through the border’ near aMelnite, 
twenty miles from Prague. Melnik is 
the nearest frontier point to Prague.

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ak BUTTER SHORTAGE 


By Tweray 


‘An old record states that Jacob had 
twelve sons and there was a famine in the’ 
land. ‘The Chinese frontier of Tibet is pass 
ing through a somewhat novel experience 
at the present time, and an experience which. 
very few ean remember having had before. 
Last year, yak butter could be bought on 
the streets of Tachienlu for one rupee each 
catty, the Chinese rupee being equal to 40 
Mexican cents, Towards the autumn it fell to 
13 oz, for one rupee; while at the foreign 
New Year it came ‘down to 10 oz. for one 
rupee. By a simple little bit of financial 
manipulation the Chinese rupee has jumped 
in value to 60 Mexican cents while the yak 
butter has fallen to 6 oz. for one rupee. AS 
it was in the time of Jacob so it is at the 
present time: there is a famine in the land, 
‘and not of bread but of butter. 

‘The inhabitants of Tachienlu and Sikang 
‘can get along nicely on three things, namely, 
dzamba (ground barley) yak butter and 
Chinese tea, At present Chinese tea is reach 
ing the frontier in enormous quantities and 
1,000.Chinese coolie carriers enter and leave 
‘Tuchienlu every day. ‘There may be a famine’ 
in butter but there is certainly no Zamine in 
tea, (Yet we haven't had a cup of foreign 
tea for a long time). ‘The Tibetans are 
carrying large quantities of Chinese tea into 
the Land of the Lamas and should this crazy 
world persist in its career of madness the 
xed-robed lama on the Roof of the World 
is making sure of his cup of tea. He can do 
without his prayer wheel, prayer flag and 
prayer book, “but give ‘me,” moans and 
groans the patient lama, “my cup of tea. 








In the Forbidden Land, the nomad or the 
lama, without their cup ‘of tea, would find 
the path to Nirvana not only ‘difficult and 
dangerous but almost impassible. Along that 
rugged road, leading to vacuity, emptiness 
‘and nothingness, the lama feels his need of 
something wet, 'and while he may pass the 
mile-stone marked, “Extinction of Desire, 
he nevertheless thinks daily of a warm cup 
of Chines ‘The path to Nirvana is quite 
‘a human road trod by the feet of men. 

Dzamba, or ground and roasted barley, is 
the daily ‘cereal used all over the Land’ of 
the Lamas, When freshly ground and roast 
ed it has a delicious taste and a delightful 
fragrance and when mixed with rancid, hard 
smelling, yak butter tea, 't is most nourish= 
ing. ‘Ton thousand lamas and drabas in the 
great Drebung monastery live, thrive and 
die on it, ‘The process is quite simple. A 
fire of yak manure bolls a pot of Chinese 
tea, After one hour's boiling the tea is 
poured into a churn to which is added a 
huge chunk of rancid butter and a little salt, 
‘the whole being churned into a consistency 
something like pea soup. A brass ladle 
hangs within the churn and each lama helps 
himself, though the custom sometimes is for 
‘one lama to help the company. Each Tibetan 
has his own bag of dzamba and when his 
wooden bowl has been filled with: butter tea 
he slowly adds a little dzamba mixing the 
contents, first into a thin paste, then 
into a solid lump of dough. ‘This he works 
in his hand very much as a child plays with 
1 lump of plastiscene. With the lump of 
dough in his hand his bowl is now empty 
and so he drinks another ten bowls of 
butter tea, 











+ Some years ago, dzamba, like Chinese tea 
_ and yak butter, was very ‘cheap; now it is 
something like’ 20 rupees for 60 catties. 
Raneld yak butter is and will continue to be. 
the pidce de résistance in the nomad's menu. 
He drinks it, cats it, rubs it on his body, 
offers it to his god and burns it in his temple. 
On the high, barren, windly plateau it is the 
principal means of barter and will buy what. 
money sometimes cannot, Moreover it can 
be stored for an indefinite time and age not 
only enhanees its value but its quality, Old 
yak butter, like old vintage, is not served 
up to the ordinary mortal. “An incarnation 
in the Land of the Lamas lives, moves and 
has his being surrounded at all times by an 
aroma of old, nauseating, rancid and hard 
smelling yak butter. ‘The faithful in the in- 
carnation’s flock keep the oldest and there- 
fore the best for His Highness to drink; and 
His Highness spends his days very largely 
in drinking rich butter tea. He may read 
his sacred books, the Ganjur and the Denjur, 
and repeat his ‘daily formula, and mutter 
“o-mani-pad-me-hum” but he is never 
without his bowl of rich butter tea before 
him, 








‘The poor people, in fact everybody along, 

the frontier, feel the pinch. ‘The operation 
in a poor home is something like this : 1,000 
cash (the local Mexican dollar changes for 
25,000 cash) will buy a bundle of sticks; 
with this a fire is made on which a pot of| 
tea is boiled ; no churn is used as the yak 
butter is dropped into the boiling tea; the 
butter tea is then poured out and eaten ‘with 
dzamaba. Now with butter at its present 
abnormal price the poorer people are return- 
ing to corn meal, Chinese rice bel beyond 
them at $9.50 a picul. 


People, naturally, are asking why yak 
butter should go up in price with the Land 
of the Yak just next door. ‘There are other 
Yeasons but this is given as the principal one. 
‘The Panchen's outfit of over 1,000 followers 
has. reputation for consuming large quanti- 
ties of butter, each man it is reported being 
allowed %& pound each day. Including the 
whole camp following the number is some- 
times mentioned at 1,500, which means that 
750 catties are required’ every day simply 
to keep the home fires burning till the Pan- 
chen’s body is safely placed in its sacred 
home at Drashe Lhumbo. And when and 
how are still questions. At the lowest aver- 
‘age, 15,000 catties of butter are needed every 
‘month to keep the Panchen's large following, 
now waiting at Kanze, sweet and harmonious 
—the Panchen’s following, at times turbulent 
‘and truculent, will brook no shortage of their 
butter ration, 

‘The Panchen died in November or Decem~ 
ber, 1937, his body later being brought to 
‘Kanze, where his large following set up their| 
camp.’ This camp is now a highly organized 
affair with its different bureaux established 
at numerous points. As a matter of fact the 
whole Panchen outfit is simply, like Micaw- 
ber, waiting for something to turn up, and 
until it turns up, a highly trained brass band 
of 40 instruments dispenses free music. 

Somewhere in the centre of the outfit re~ 
poses the body of the Panchen Lama and 
round it whirl about 1,000 camp followers 
giving one the impression that life is not! 
only real but earnest and that man shall not 
live by dzamba alone but also by a plentiful 
‘supply of rich yak butter. 

For nine months or more foraging parties 
have scoured the countryside round Kanze 
buying up all the yak butter within sight. 
Later the wild and woolly nomads discovered 
that yak butter brought a good price in 
Kanze ; hence this precious commodity, which 
usually found a ready market in Tachientu,| 
ceased to be found in the shops. The’ 
Panchen's outfit with an unlimited supply 
of ready cash completely captured the yak 
butter market throughout Sikang, thereby 
forcing up the price of this indispensable 
‘commodity. 





Again, butter is not only used to make 
butter 10a, it is one of the principal offerings 
made to gods, idols, lamas, saints and spirits. 
‘The Panchen's camp followers not only con~ 
sume 750 catties every day at Kanze, but 
‘another 150 eatties are required to keep 1,000 
butter lamps burning every day in front of 
the Panchen’s body. And there are special 
occasions when hundreds of eatties more are 
needed to light thousands extra lamps to see 
the Panchen safely through the dark shades 
of nightly passage. The idea behind the 
butter lamp is something like this: when the 
Jama’s spirit or Namshe leaves the body it 
is supposed to cnter some abode of darkness, 
and as no one, not even a lama, can sec in 
the dark, some light is necessary, hence the 
many butter lamps to light the Jama on his 
way. 

In Amdo and other parts of the Land of| 
the Lamas enormous figures, representing 
well-known deities, some rising to a height 
of 40 or 50 feet, are made of yak butter, 
ornamented in beautiful colours. Dr. Rock, 
who knew the Chinese border of Tibet, as 
few men have done, has some artistic colour 


photos of these enormous butter figures. 





Yak butter, though it*is sometimes kept 
for years and has always a nauseating taste, 
is nevertheless used to appease one of the 
wildest and fiercest deities in Lamaland. 
‘There is not only a Wheel of Life but a Wheel 
of Time, and Dehcho who sometimes con- 
trols this wheel, is depicted in Tibet as a 
cruel monster with three faces and eleven 
arms, standing on two crushed bodies, wear- 
{ing armour and a necklace of skulls. Deheho| 
no doubt has other offerings presented. to| 
hhim but evidently his delight is in rancid 
yak butter, and when this is offered in suf- 
ficient quantity, this flerce and eruel yidam 
can be appeased and bring to the fearful 
‘Tibetan what is known as sonam, that is, 
holiness, merit and virtue, not only in this 
world but in.the next. 

‘The Wheel of Time is an unbending in- 
strument having a past, a present and a 
future, all “of which ean throw a clammy 
hhand ‘over the superstitious nomad ; and 
Deheho ean bring deliverance from this fate- 
ful wheel. ‘The lama by his own sonam 
can somehow make his escape from the| 
Wheel of Life, but the Wheel of Time is a 
different matter. ‘The poor nomad and lama 
‘with present searcity of butter are living in 
very bad times. And they seem perfectly 
ignorant of the fact that synthetic butter 
‘might be used or even a supply of margarine. 
If the frisky yak would only give more butter 
or the Panchen's outfit would eat less the 
prospect might not seem so strious and life, 
including time, would not be so precarious. 
‘The present shortage, however, of butter in 
no way covers the whole Land of the Yak 
but is fortunately only confined to Sikang 
in general and ‘Tachientu in particular.

However, quite apart f-om_ the 
above I found the book good read- 
Ing-—it is not easy to review a book 
which i in itself in the nature of a 
review of propaganda as it is used 
and as the writer thinks it should 
be used.

—there are some. 1,635 of such 
camps each containing some 220 
young men and these camps are run 
by the stale—they are compulzory— 
and one cannot help feeling as one 
reads detolls of the camps” routine 
tnd the stringency of the régime how 
very good they would be for num~ 
bers of the youth of England—but 
they are compulsory! —Unemploy- 
ment could be done away with as it 
hhas been done away with in Germany 
but the remedy is compulsion! 


Grass Undisturbed 





Mr. Gloag Is against compulsion in 
England in any form. Organization 
Ig the watchword In’ Germany—the 
strength of German propaganda to- 
day is the perfect co-ordination of 
‘ll its branehes—its weakness. is ex- 
Aaggeration, and the improvement of 
German morale by propaganda which 
misrepresents the activities and in- 
entions of other nations is not cal- 
culated to preserve peace easily. The 
Germans. themselves, so. the author 
found, are mostly in ignorance of 
‘what is going on outside Germany— 
‘only a very. small. minority knew 
that there was a crisis, as we viewed 
it, In England last September. Whilst 
in ‘September London parks were 
being mutilated by the construction 
of trenches designed to afford some 
sort of protection against bombs 
@ropped by enemy alreraft not 
blade of grass was disturbed in the: 
‘Tiergarten in Berlin. Nobody in 
Berlin appeared to have anticipated 
air raids at all—the genuineness of 
their astonishment about our air raid 
precautions was unmistakable, 


‘Tongues and Pens 

Very cleverly Mr. Gloag teas the 
readers along ‘the propaganda path, 
stepping aside from time to time to 
‘Substantiate his views by quotations | 
from books, speeches and newspapers. 
It is diMleult to realize how. many 
Books, how many articles, how many 
speeches have been written and 
made in the course of the lect 
twenty-five years, all dealing ith 
the same subject and in themselves 
some sort of propaganda. An appen- 
dix to the book contains reference 
to a very large number of books on 
Germany and the National Socialist 
‘movement—some very well known, 




















some less so, but nearly all apparent 
ly more or less of a propagendist| 
nature or in some way dealing with 
propaganda. Readers of "Word War- 
fare” must judge for themselves the 
nature of Mr. Gloag’s propagonda— 
rea. :

A London Letter 


By Ouve Dex 


London, Feb. 19. 
‘That remarkable woman Mrs. Bor- 
ders, widely "known as the modern 
Portia, certainly must have frst place 
this week. She was sued by the 
Bradford Third Equitable Building 
‘Society for being in arrears with her 
payments on a small house in Kent 
Which she was buying on a loan by. 
the Society. She counterclaimed on 
the ground that she had been deceiv- 
ed as to the quality of the house, 
Which she said was not fit to live 
in, and that the Society had taken 
security from the builders as well as| 
from herself for the loan, which she 
said the law did not allow it to do. 

‘Mrs. Borders is the wife of a taxi 
driver ; one might have thought her, 
‘as the Sanhedrin said of St. Peter, 
‘Sanlearned. and ignorant.” She never- 
theless fought her own’ case for 18 
days with extraordinary skill and was 
repeatedly complimented by the 
‘Judge. He took some weeks to con 
Sider his judgement, and Mrs Borders 
‘went to hear it in’a new dress and 
very smart beret, Hundreds of people 
vainly fought to get in and hear the 
judgement too. 

"The crux of the case was that Mrs 
Borders and her husband swore that 
the mortgage deed which the Society 
produced was not the one they had 
Signed and that it omitted an im- 
portant ‘clause in her favour. And 
the Judge found that the Society had 
not proved that its morigage deed 
wwas the one signed by Mrs. Borders ! 
So the whole of the Society's case 
{ell to the ground. 

On the other hand the Judge found 
that the house was as bad as Mrs. 
Borders had said, but on the legal 
point she raised he could not agree| 
that the Sociely had acted irregularly. 
So. she lost on her counter-claim. 
Nobody wins and no one gels any 
prizes. 

‘But it is certainly a moral victory 
for Mrs Borders, She says she is. 
going to appeal on that legal point, 
which appears to be one of great im- 
portance for the number of building, 
Societies formed in recent years, when 
everyone wants a house without 
paying cash for It. But what she 
really: should do is to be called to 
the Bar at once. She would soon be 
making enough money to buy up the 
Dullding society instead of fighting it.

Meanwhile women stick to their 
‘own sphere and produce all sorts of 
ingenious devices—a toasting fork 
which toasts both sides of the bread 
without its having to be removed 
from the prongs, a scrubbing brush 
fed with "liquid soap. through a 
tubular handle, and a grape fruit 
cater, in the form of a glass dome 
with ‘a hole through which the spoon 
is inserted. By turning the hole 
away from herself the grape fruit 
eater is safe from_ being splashed 
with the juice. What happens to

‘But the prize exhibit is surely a 
fork so designed that granular foods 
are easily conveyed to the mouth, 
and meat is held firmly on the plate 
without elevating the handle. So no 
more need of using the blade of the 
knife in eating peas. 

Tt is a sad thought that not one 
per cent of all these inventions ever 
gels on the market and when it does, 
fen to one it is not the inventor 
but some astute middleman who 
makes the money. If you want an 
invention to sell well It must be 
something quite simple and cheap, 
like the tin cap to put on a enel 
for carrying in the pocket, whieh 
reaped a fortune for the people who 
first produced it, But your real in- 
ventor cares notising for money, the 
joy of production is enough. I’ sup> 
pose the man or woman who first 
thought of eggs and bacon got noth: 
ing much for the idea. But think: of 
the vast sums of money which this 
combination must have yielded to 
somebody. 











Crime Stories Defended 

A little time ago the well-known 
book reviewer Howard Spring was 
violently attacking the passion for 
detective stories, which he said were 
2 mere narcotic, of the trashlest kind, 
which effectually killed the taste for 
Hood literature. So it is only. right 
that Miss Dorothy Sayers, admittedly 
the leading writer of detective books, 
should speak up for them, Primarily 
she defended the writing of such stor 
ies on highly moral grounds, saying 
that they. were the only” class in 
which virtue was consistently more 
attractive than viee, while the neces- 
sity of making the ‘detective popular 
fag well as successful way unanswer~ 
able evidence that virtue need npt be 
‘dull and unattractive, 

‘Miss Sayers told us also something 
about the Detection Club, whose 
members pledye themselves’ to show 
the reader every clue that the detec 
tive sees, not to make undue use of 
hypotism, — trap-doors, mysterious 
Chinese "and poisons” unknown to 
sclence, not to bag each other's plots, 
‘and as'far as in them lies to write 
the King's English. 

‘Some of these pledges obviously 
concern the reader more than others 
do. Any device which is outside the 
range of ordinary experience (the 
mysterious poisons for instance) make 
the whole story artifelal and kill 
‘one's interest. And one fecls cheated 
if the murderer proves to be some 
fone not on the stage from the very 
beginning. 

It is odd that all detective stories 
nowadays must contro in a murder. 
Sherlock Holmes's adventures » Cand 
surely there Is an indefinable some- 
thing about them which no later 

ivals have surpassed) only deal in a 
few instances with murder. Robbery, 
forgery and false impersonation gave 
him and his reader just as good a 
run for their money. Perhaps out 
demand for murder now is the 
pression of suppressed homicidal in- 

That would wreck Miss 
claim for the morality of 

















arian eritie who observes that it is 
only in English-speaking countries 
that detective stories flourish, and at 
tributes it to the peculiarly’ judicial 
mind of the Anjlo-Saxon enabling 
hhim to see both sides of a question 
and to weigh the pros and cons. This 
fis one for Howard Spring. When we 
Foad a detective story we are not 
drugging our minds but sharpening 
our Judicial faculty.
